The Finnish communique said 
the Russians e‘tacked four times 
with large detachments at Taipale, 
on the shore of Lake Ladoga about 
10 miles inside Finland, but were 
driven back with 40 dead.

Right to Search Bags. 


LONDON, Jan. 20 (AP) — Flatiy 
rejecting the United States’ protest 
against the removal of American 
mail for censorship from British, 
United States and other neutral 
ships, the British Government said 
tonight there was “clear, evidence 
of the existence of an organized 
traffic in contraband on a consid- 
erable scale between German sym- 
pathizers in the United States and 


Germany through the mail.” 

The rejection, made in a long 
note, contended the situation re- 
garding such contraband traffic is 
identic with that of 1916. It referred 
to an aide memoire transmitted to 
United States authorities last Nov. 
28, citing proof of such traffic, and 
added: “An article in a newspaper 
published in German in the United 
States,” transmitted at the same 
time, “showed that an organization 
existed in United States territory 
for the purpose of facilitating this 
traffic.” . 

The British rejection of the Unit- 
ed States protest was based on the 
contention that a belligerent has 
the right under international law 
to assure itself that ocean-going 
mail bags and their contents do not 
contain contraband. 


Second Rejection in Week. 

It was the second time within a 
week that the British had turned 
down a suggestion from across the 
Atlantic that Britain was infring- 
ing American rights. 
London told the Americas last 
Monday that it could not respect 
their neutrality belt proclaimed in 
the Panama declaration, except un- 
der stringent conditions. At that 
time Britain reserved its belligerent 
rights until the safety zone scheme 
could operate “satisfactorily.’ 
“The view of His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment as regards the examina- 
tion of mail in ships on the high 
seas or involuntarily entering Brit- 
ish ports is that the immunity con- 
ferred by Article One of The Hague 
Convention, No. 11 (eleven) ... . is 
enjoyed only by genuine postal cor- 
respondence,” the British note said, 
adding that: 
“A belligerent is, therefore, at 
liberty to examine mail and bags 
and, if necessary, their contents in 


order to assure himself that they 


constitute such correspondence and 
not articles of a noxious character 
such as contraband.” 
The United States cited The 
Hague Convention in protesting 
that it could not admit the right 
of the British to interfere with all 
U. S. mail in British, United States 
or other neutral ships. 
World War Precedent. 
The British reply declared that 
precedent for Britain’s current cen- 
sorship practices was established 
in the World War when it de- 
clared none of the belligerents ac- 
cepted the view that Article One 
of The Hague Convention “consti- 
tuted an absolute prohibition of in- 
terference with mail bags.” 
The general right to search for 
contraband in that war, it added, 
“was regarded as covering a full 
examination of mails for this pur- 
e.“ 
Reference to the correspondence 
between the United States Govern- 
ment and His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in 1916 shows that at that 
date the United States admitted 
in principle the right of the British 
authorities to examine mail bags 
with a view to ascertaining wheth- 
er they contained contraband,” the 
note said.

There 
was a universal dread of this rain 
of horror from the clouds. 

We have experienced four months 
of war. To what extent have fore- 
casts of the probable course of the 
war been fulfilled? 

The worst apprehensions of aerial 
warfare have not materialized, The 
expectation of great military on- 
slaughts on fortified positions has 
not yet been verified. Unless Ger- 
many attempts an out-flanking 
movement, there will be no great 
land battle. 


Warfare on Sea. 


When you come to the maritime 
situation it is true that the sinkings 
of ships are twice as heavy s they 
were in the corresponding months 
of the last war. But then the sub- 
marines were small and the German 
navy had not yet started on -its 
campaign of indiscriminate sinking. 
They now have larger submarines 
and indiscriminate attack has al- 
ready started, but the destruction 
is not comparable to that which was 
effected in the first five months of 
1917, before we devised counter- 
measures, 


Those methods have now been 
followed without delay, and conse- 
quently our losses have not reached 
the alarming figures of the spring 
of 1917. It is rumored that the Ger- 
mans are building hundreds of 
standardized submarines of the 
most powerfultype. When these are 
launced there may be a temporary 
increase in sinkings. But so far 
the convoy system inaugurated in 
1917 has successfully repelled most 
of the attacks from the air and 
from under the waters. 


The necessity of sailing under the 
conditions imposed by that system 
does reduce considerably the carry- 
ing capacity of our tonnage, That 
is manifest in the shortage experi- 
enced in some of our important 
supplies. But notwithstanding these 
restrictions, we pulled through in 
the last war without any real pri- 
vation and, unless the unforesee- 
able happens, we shall do so again. 

The only contingency that gives 
cause for alarm is the possibility 
that the real attack from the air on 
our ships and shipping facilities 
has not yet been attempted. If the 
enemy think it likely to be effective, 
why should they have postponed it? 
And if it comes we are much better 
prepared for it than we ,were last 
September. 


It is not approximately true that 
ere were no differences of an 
important character between the 
Var Minister and the Generals in 
pe of the campaign.

Although the war is now well in- 
to its fifth month, there is no clear 
“comprehension anywhere of the 
way in which the belligerents on 
either side expect to bring it to a 
conclusion.

With Cozy Fire and Reindeer Stew 


Rawboned Captain Jokes With Lapp Cook in 
Cowshed Battalion Headquarters During 
Lull in Fighting Near Salla.

WITH THE FINNISH FORCES 
ON THE LAPLAND FRONT, Jan. 
20.— 

HE only building which was 
1. burned when the Russians 

were driven back was a cow- 
shed. It was on the outskirts of 
a village so far back in the scrub 
pines that it was out of sight of 
the road. The battalion moved in 
on the heels of the fleeing Russians, 
on Christmas eve. Without tents, 
without warm food, and in a tem- 
perature 46 degrees below zero, they 
saw Christmas in and saw it out. 
Meanwhile, the cowshed became 
the battalion headquarters and it 
still is. 
But the Lapland cowshed is 
built of fine pine logs, eight inches 
through. The bark is carefully 
peeled off and all the crevices be- 
tween the logs are stuffed with 
moss. Moreover, even a cowshed is 
kept incredibly clean by the dirt- 
hating Finns. When we walked in 
we all thought this was a two-room 
summer cabin and were astonished 
when the Captain casually certi- 
fied its previous standing in so- 
ciety. 
That fact popped out by accident 
during the evening. But we were 
intrigued first of all by the fire in 
the little iron stove and then by 
the Captain. He is a man in his 
fifties, tall, and rawboned, and 
rough hewn. He has a bushy mass 
of black hair, a thick stubby beard, 
and blue eyes with a knowing twin- 
kle in them, They say he fought 
the Russians in the War of Inde- 
pendence in 1918 and still carries 
a Russian gold watch, which he 
picked up as a prize at that time. 
The Captain speaks with a slow 
drawl. I can tell by the attitude 
of his staff officers that he com- 
mands their affection as well as 
respect. 


15 Below Zero Outside. | 
Outside it is 15 below zero and the 
cheeks of the men as they come in 
are bitten red with frost. But here 
the stove throws out plenty of heat 
and the kerosene lantern hanging 
from the smooth ) ine beam above 
it nicely lights up the room. Short- 
barreled rapid-fire guns and hand 
grenades with six-inch wooden han- 
dles hang from nails on the walls. 
So do fur-lined overcoats and sweat- 
ers, and a bag full of white onions. 
A row of wooden bunks occupies 
the rest of the room. 

In a corner bunk a young lieuten- 
ant is stretched out on his back, 
reading a book by candlelight. The 
Russian lines are less than four 
miles away, but aside from the rap- 
id-fire guns, grenades and uniforms, 
this might be the scene of any 
lumberiack’s camp from Michigan 
to Oregon or Alaska. 

While coffee is coming to a boil 
in the huge kettle the Captain 
sprawis back on the bunkboards, 
his blue-checked shirt open at the 


mostly patrol fighting with machine 
guns now and then. The Reds 
have no heavy artillery here. They 
have a few tanks but not many. 
But they are bad shots—damned 
bad shots. Most of the time they 
just shoot to hear the noise. Ah, 
here comes old Sawbones. Just 
lookyat his face. You can tell right 
away he is the doctor.” 


The staff officers grinned appre- 
ciatively and the Captain, with ex- 
treme gravity, began to tell what 
a merciless carver of flesh the doc- 
tor is and how they have to take 
his puukko away from him at night 
for fear he will use frostbite as an 
excuse to slice off a few toes. 


Jokes on Lapp Cook. 


The little, black-eyed Lapp cook 
says dinner is ready. So the big 
pot is placed on the table. It is 
a delicious ragout of reindeer meat 
—the first warm food we have 
tasted in 24 hours. The Cap 
insists the cook put some horrible 
things in this stew, but he cannot 
dampen our enthusiasm. 


We also discover that the Cap- 
tain thinks the Russians played a 
great joke on Toni, the cook, be- 
cause he got married only two 
days before the war started and, 
of course, has not seen his wife 
since then. As a bridegroom Toni 
is the favorite butt of all the jokes 
of battalion headquarters. Toni 
grins, because he likes the way in 
which all his reindeer stew disap- 
pears. 

One wonders, at this point, what 
the scene would be like in the Red 
Army officers’ mess. Here, there 
are no political commissars, Neith- 
er the Captain nor his huge red- 
haired Adjutant makes any refer- 
ence to what they are fighting for. 
Here, everybody knows what he is 
fighting for. Here, the Captaifi ban- 
ters with the little Lapp cook. There 
is no political or social gap between 
officers and men. The Russians call 
each other comrades, yet it would 
be difficult to sense and feel more 
comradeship than we find here in 
this cowshed cabin. 


The Captain says the Reds have 
had fresh troops: and are very 
strong in number. The officer on 
my right—he speaks English in- 
stead of German as the Captain 
does—explains that Soviet artillery 
starts firing every day at 11 o'clock;

sible for apartment houses.” 


Lucky to Have Stoves. 

Today Germans who have no. 
central heating, but have stoves, 
are congratulating themselves. 
Some of them are wholly without 


coal, most of them have heat only 
in one or two rooms of their 
dwellings as their coal is so short. 
Those householders who run out 
of fuel entirely usually manage to 
secure a bit within a few days, 
carrying it home from the shops 
in hampers, paper bags or news- 
papers. “At least as long as we 
have coal we can heat some water,“ 
they said today. “We are better off 
than people in apartment houses 
or other homes with central sys 
tems.” 1 

Nevertheless, both among the 
centrally heated establishments and 
stove-heated flats and houses, the 
shortage of fuel becomes steadily 
worse, more and more persons hav- 
ing to suspend heat or hot water 
entirely for periods, and the cur- 
tailment of the amount of heat 
becomes more stringent in most 
homes. 

Increasing both the rigors and 
danger of the shortage to health 
is the fact that the food supply 
has become still shorter. Rations 
were short enough before the great 
transport difficulties’ showed up. 
Now, however, with the.cold weath- 
er preventir shipments of pota- 
toes and certain other foods, and 
with vegetables scarcer, Germans, 
instead of having a bit more food 


of their houses, have to eat still 


Signs of Ill Health. 

Without entering the sick rooms 
in the homes of Berlin one receives 
increasing evidence of the effect 


of the fuel and food shortage on 
health by the increased coughing 
one hears in the streets, the in- 
creased strain and the decreased 
cclor in cheeks. 

The system of cknals remains 
frozen, adding to the burdens on 
the German rails in trying to cope 
with the coal shortage and war 
transport; ice on the Danube, and 
snows obstructing trains from Hun- 
gary and Rumania, still further in- 
crease the food problem and plight 
aside from hauling Rumania’s ship- 
ments of oil to Germany. 

In Berlin many schools are open 
only an hour daily for boys and 
girls to get assignments which they 
are then told to do at home. In 
the homes of the -vhite-collar class 
and workers pupils have to crowd 
into one or two of the heated fami- 
ly rooms to try to do their lessons. 

The local authorities throughout 
Germany have been authorized to 
order the cutting off or curtailing 
of hot water, according to supplies 
available in the different cities and 
communities. 

The new order for cutting off the 
hot water systems save Saturdays 
and Sundays comes as a practical

Naval participation. Before we 
begin any examination of what 
naval help we could afford the Al- 
lies in European waters, we must 
ask one very important question: 
Will it be to our interest, will it 
be to the interest of the Allies, to 
have our navy become to any ex- 
tent involved in Atlantic operations 
while the Far Eastern situation 
remains as confused and uncertain 
as it now is? To put the question 
even more plainly, can we or the 
Allies afford to leave Japan the 
unrestrained master of the Western 
Pacific? There is unrest in India, 
where so much of the army is 
now out of the country. There is 
the possibility of religious trouble 
there and in Palestine spreading 
through the Moslem world, There 
are the rich oil and rubber islands 
of the Dutch and East Indies, sur- 
rounding the Philippines, command- 
ing Singapore, standing astride the 
main lines of communication be- 
tween Europe and the Far East. 
There are our own hostages to for- 
tune in that area— the Philippines— 
and France's Indo-China. There is 
China, where Japan still maintains 
its struggle with a Chinese govern- 
ment and army which apparently 
do not know. when they are beaten, 
which ominous rumors say are ac- 
tively. backed by Russian arms. 
Finally, there is Japan itself, 
where signs are ‘beginning to be 
apparent of a return to a more 
moderate policy, of an attempt to 
establish better relations with the 
United States and Great Britain, a 
return to sanity to which the ef- 
forts of our State Department have 
been turned during long years of 
negotiation-and labor. No one can 
doubt that the absorption of a 
great part of our naval strength in 
Europe would pull the main prop 
from under this painfully erected 
structure just as it seems nearing 
completion; for (as we have just 
had exemplified in the sudden dim- 
inution of Russian prestige and 
the weakening of Russian policy 
everywhere by reason of her mili- 
tary failures in Finland) force is

Coukin’t Afford to Buy Home. 
It was this writer's rare honor 
to know Senator Borah for more 
than 15 years. Not once during 
that time did the Idaho Senator 
display an ulterior or selfish mo- 
tive. No man had a higher con- 
ception of a Senator’s public trust. 
Money and social position were 
matters of complete indifference 
to him, although he sometimes 
mildly regretted that lack of funds 
prevented him from carrying out 
a cherished hope. 

For example, during his entire 
tenure in Washington he lived in 
an apartment because he felt he 
was unable to purchase a home. 
Several years ago he and Mrs, 
Borah picked a lot overlooking 
Rock Creek Park which they 
thought would be ideal for build- 
ing a house according to their own 
plans. But when the Senator had 
estimates made, he gave up his 
option. He said that he could not 
afford it, although he would have 
been content with a place costing 
not more than $20,000. 

At that time he could have been 
assured an income of $100,000 a 
year had he accepted offers to join 
a law firm in which his name could 
be exploited. He was so meticulous 
in money affairs, however, that un- 
til he had been re-elected he re- 
turned to the Treasury the salary 
increase ‘Congress had voted itself. 

Sought to Limit Senators’ Fees. 

One of the first bills he intro- 
duced after coming to Washington 
in 1907 was to prevent Senators 
from accepting retainers or fees 
from clients with cases against 
the United States Government. He 
reintroduced thig bill at each suc- 
ceeding Congress. He believed that 
a Senator should not accept any 
payment which might dispose him, 
no matter how indirectly, to favor 
his clients. His theory was that if 
a Senator accepted a fed for a 
specific case, say from a railroad, 
officers of that railroad would have 
easier access than anyone else to 
him when railroad legislation was 
under consideration, 

In his seven-line official autobio- 
graph in the Congressional Direc- 
tory, Senator Borah declared that 
he had “devoted his entire time ex- 
clusively to the practice of law un- 
til elected to the United States Sen- 
ate, Jan. 15, 1907.” 

When he first came to the Sen- 
ate, he had a personal fortune of 
about $100,000, made from his prac- 
tice. By his refusal to break his self- 
imposed code of legal ethics, he was 
forced to see this accumulation 
gradually wear away, and when he 
was charged $5000 for an operation 
several years ago he borrowed the 
money. When a newspaper man 
urged him to send the surgeon $1000 
with an explanation of his finan- 
cial situation, he scorned the sug- 
gestion, 

Denied He Was Inconsistent. 

Senator Borah was hurt by 
charges that he had been incon- 
sistent during his many years in 
the Senate. He asserted that a

Urban League Secretary Notes, 


However, New Indications 
of Hope. 


Although the lot of Negroes in 
general in St. Louis is still “drab,” 


considerable progress in various as- 
pects of Negro life was made dur- 


ing 1939, it is said by John T. 
Clark, executive secretary of the 
Urban League, in his annual report, 
made public yesterday. 

“The frame of mind of masses of 
Negroes seemed to have changed 
somewhat during the year,” Clark 
reports. “Instead of appearing 
helpless and in despair, as in the 
early years of the depression, there 
seemed to have been more indica- 
tions of hope and expectancy. Some 
velief was being given, jobs were 
being created by Federal funds, 
and industry was picking up. 

“Our sympathetic city adminis- 
tration seems to have taken the 
lead in determining that Negroés 
must be given equal opportunity to 
share in every benefit our city of- 
fers.” 

On the “drab” side, Clark report- 
ed, was the fact that the number 
of applicants for jobs at the 
league’s employment office in- 
creased from 23,575 in 1938 to 31,- 
373 in 1939, while the number of 
jobs given rose only from 2243 to 
258 


8. 

“Crowds of idle Negroes,” Clark 
said, shifting from one relief sta- 
tion, employment office, or factory 
gate to another seemed to be just 
as large. Push-cart scavengers and 
auto-jockies were, if anything, 
more numerous. It can be no other 
than a drab picture when we re- 
member that thousands of Negro 
families in the heart of St. Louis 
are under-fed, under-clothed, and 
badly sheltered.“ 

Community facilities for Negroes 
had been greatly increased during 
the year, Clark pointed out. There 
were two new public schools, a 
new teachers’ college, a law school, 
two new municipal community cen- 
ters, a playground in the West End 
area, and additional beds for Negro 


patients at Koch Tuberculosis Hos- 


pital. 

“Substantial gains in friendliness 
to the Negro’s cause,” Clark said, 
“were made in an ever widening 
circle of white people. This should 
eventually reach into factories, 
stores, and industrial plants and 
increase the opportunities of 
(Negro to be employed and ad- 
vance on jobs. 

“Wages of Negro workers in gen- 
eral, however, are low and in many 
instances much lower than white 
workers doing the same job. The 
disor ganized condition of the Negro 
labor market is a decisive factor 
contributing to the low wages re- 
ceived. In some instances the low 
wages are a hangover from the 
days when there was such a thing 
as a ‘Negro’s job.“ 

Among the various services per- 
formed by the Urban League of St. 
Louis Negroes, Clark listed a liter- 
ary contest, the promotion of an 
exhibit of Negro art at the City Art 
Museum and a “lawn beautiful“ 
contest.

To a Post-Dispatch reporter who 
asked about two pending St. Louis 
labor controversies, Green referred 
again to the lack of authority of thé 
federation, and of himself as its 
president. He said the framers of 
the AFL constitution sought to 
keep the president from assuming 
dictatorial powers. The St. Louis 
matters cited by the reporter were 
the fight against John P. Nick in 
the Motion Picture Operators’ Un- 
jon and the jurisdictional dispute 
ef machinists’ and carpenters’ un- 
tons which has interfered with con- 
struction work at Anheuser-Busch, 
Inc.

IS father was a Cleveland

thwarted by marriage in her 
theatrical ambitions. Burgess at 10 
was a boy soprano in a Methodist 
Church choir at Cleveland, and 
later at the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine, here. At 15 he ceased 
to qualify. After a couple of years 
at Amherst, the family purse 
thinned and he quit school to enter 
newspaper work. After less than a 
year as a reporter he quit and 
entered the haberdashery business 
with his brother. 

That proving dull, he signed as 
a sailor on a tramp freighter to 
South America, and completed the 
home journey in the brig. He has 
forgotten the precise nature of his 
disciplinary breach but recalls that 
he recited poetry in full voice to 
relieve the boredom of the passage, 
and that someone aboard gave him 
‘a letter of introduction to Eva Le 
Gallienne. He joined her Civic 
Repertory Company as an unpaid 


apprentice and then drifted to sum- 
mer theater work which proved a 
springboard for his theatrical suc- 
cess. 

When approached regarding the 
“Pursuit of Happiness” program, 
he warmed immediately to the idea 
and with its originators worked out 
an answer to those who objected on 
the ground that it would have a 
limited appeal—in other words, that 
it would be over the heads of aver- 
age radio listeners. The formula 


adopted was simple: Patriotism 
without jingoism; national pride 
without flag waving; sentiment 


without sentimentality, and the 
right of every American citizen to 
“spoof” the things held dearest. It 
would be patriotism without 
“hooey,” more recently known as 
“corn.” 


But it was with a great many 
mental reservations that the first 
broadcast last October followed the 
cautious announcement that “The 
Pursuit of Happiness” program 
“will not deal with war, nor with 
issues growing out of war which 
divide men’s minds. Instead, these 
new programs each Sunday for a 
little while will turn aside from 
the stream of grave events and 
bring us reminders that today, 
with thankfulness and humility, we 
Americans still enjoy our constitu- 
tional rights to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.” 

“If we weren't. vindicated in our 
judgment before,” Meredith said, 
“we gave the doubters the answer 
Dec, 31. For the serious part of 
the usual program Paul Robeson, 
the Negro baritone, sang “Ballad 


for Americans,” the work of a Se- 


attle-born composer who gathered 
folk songs while on a tour through 
the Southern states. Before Robe- 
son hit his final note, more than 
2000 people in the studio audience 
were on their feet, cheering and 
whistling. They wouldn’t stop. 

“Hiram Sherman, the lead in ‘Very 
Warm for May,’ was in his dressing 
room at the theater four blocks 
away. He had heard the program 
and decided to walk over and con- 
gratulate us. He arrived 15 min- 
utes after he turned off his radio 
and the audience still was in our 
studio applauding, trying to get an 
encore. I never have seen anything 
like it in my life in the theater.”

Fine Portrait in Rogues Gallery 
HOSE valiant souls who can smash through the Confederate lines 
T« Loew's boxoffice have a treat in store for them, One of the 
new movies, “The Eari of Chicago,” offers a perfectly hypnotiz- 
ing performance by Robert Montgomery, that amazing lad who set 
the country on its ear a few annums back, in “Night Must Fall.” 
“The Earl of Chicago” bears the same stamp—psychological. That's 
what makes it so fascinating, You get a chance to study a new type 
of human being. Almost any ‘movie patron will agree that when 
Hollywood gives you that chance, it’s highly unusual. 
Montgomery plays a present day Chicago gangster, a bright boy 
who realizes he must keep within the law and who does it by running 
a legal distilling corporation. More than that, Silky Kilmount is a 
gangster who has an acute distaste for firearms. A completely changed 
specimen of public enemy, Hollywood studios, please copy. 
Silky Kilmount is endowed ‘by his creators with certain other in- 
dividual characteristics. Although vastly uneducated, he is quick to 
learn, has a primitive sense of humor and at least a primitive regard 
for the feelings of others, under some circumstances. His mentality 
is badly scarred, however, by past experience. The distaste for guns, 
for example, goes back to one bitter night spent in a liquor smuggler’s 
boat, with bullets whizzing around and death already in the boat with 
him. 
Now for plot. This peculiar criminal, this twisted personality sud- 
denly falls heir to one of England's oldest and most respected titles. 
He is the twelfth Earl cf Gorley and guided by his attorney, Edward 
Arnold, he goes to England to claim his rightful position. 
The procedure is.far from another “Little Lord Fauntleroy” ad- 
venture. The reactions of SilRy Kilmount are fascinating to observe. 
As presented in Mr. Montgomery's skillful and revealing manner, they 
are of gripping interest. An audience can almost see Silky’s brain 
cells working. 
Credit is almost entirely Montgomery’s, too, since, except for his 
insistence, Silky would never have been presented on the screen, And 
Montgomery virtually has recreated his screen personality in the 
characterization. , 
He alters the set of his jaw, he combs his hair differently, he 
raises his voice and has a wicked and irritating little cackle of a 
laugh. More than that, he has a British look about him, as if he 
had English ancestry or at least had won a British open golf cham- 
pionship. 

His warped attitudes, his quick absorption of facts that he deems 
important, the shocks he gets from the dignities of English life all 
are mirrored in the performance. Even against such an old scene- 
stealer as Edmund Gwenn, Montgomery holds his own. And to cap 
the climax, Silky ends up with sympathy on his side, at least as much 
sympathy as pity is. 

“The Shop Around the Corner,” Loew’s second feature, is not so 
rare as “The Earl of Chicago” but is as great a pleasure, Director 
Ernst Lubitsch, who handed us “Ninotchka” a short while back and who 
has been getting drollery out of sex for a good many years, turns his 
hand to tender romance this time,

N next April 14 it will be just 
QO. years ago that a fiery but 

frustrated actor named John 
Wilkes Booth committed a murder 
which did much to change this 
nation’s history. It also branded 
him as an emotional young man of 
the theater who seemed more con- 
cerned with the staging of his kill- 
ing than the morals of it. 


Booth, so the new drama, “The 
Man Who Killed Lincoln,” reveals, 
was a handsome young actor and 
possibly a talented one except that 
he could never overcome a sort of 
inferiority complex because his fa- 
ther—Junius Brutus Booth—and his 
brother—Edwin Booth—were both 
early celebrated actors. But, de- 
spite the shadows of these relatives 
in which he had to live, he was al- 
ways the complete extrovert. 


Elmer Harris has dramatized this 
play from the book by the Lincoln 
authority, Philip Van Doren Stern, 
and the authors comment that they 
have tried here to be impartial, to 
explain Booth and to quote as many 
of his actual words as possible in 
justification of his act. 


What expert historian Van Doren 
Stern reveals most in this drama is 
that Booth’s motive in killing Lin- 
coln was not so much a patriotic 
gesture for the Confederate States 
as it was just a big dramatic scene 
offstage that Booth built up for 
himself in real life.

He inherited from his father a 
fondness for liquor, an angry tem- 
per and an arrogance that frequent- 
ly got him into trouble. While he 
felt a terrific hatred for Lincoln 
and also felt a love for the South, 
the actor still came foremost with 
him, for all the time he was plot- 
ting the murder of Lincoln he was 
planning where he could best stage 
it and declaim with most effective- 
ness the lines: “Sic semper tyran-

of expert instructors. The depart- 
ment, occupying 10,000 square feet 
of floor space in the center of the 
Hadley School, is not unlike an air- 
plane hangar. In fact, it is known 
as “the hangar.” 
Five obsolete military planes, per- 
manent “loans” from the Army and 
Navy, were in various stages of dis- 
memberment. Although the planes 
are obsolete, they are not antiques 
and some of their counterparts are 
still in active service. 
Twenty airplane engines, also 
permanent “loans” to the institu- 
tion, accentuated the hangar at- 
mosphere of the classroom. Wing 
structures, spare parts, sheets of 
aluminum alloy and other aircraft 
materials completed the picture. 
Robson explained that the school 
uses the same materials, tools and 
processes as those employed in 
modern airplane factories. There 
was the hum and clatter of a fac- 
tory or shop, and close attention 
fo precision instruments and dia- 
grams. 
“We are training young men for 
practical jobs in aviation, and our 
records show that 82. per cent of 
our graduates are employed in the 
aircraft industry,” Robson said. 


Ground School Training. 


The ‘aeromechanics course re- 
quires two and one-half years, fol- 
lowing a year and a half of pre- 
paratory work. All Hadley stu- 
dents must take the preparatory 
work before selecting a course. 
Half the day is spent in the “han- 
gar” working with tools and blue 
prints. The other half is devoted 
to the study of related subjects, 
such as the theory of flight, engine 
theory, ignition and the like. The 
training is the same type as that 
given by commercial aviation 
ground schools, Robson said, with 
the exception that there are fewer 
opportunities for working on “live” 
planes. To make up for that de-

Relationship of Crime, 
Police Force and the City. 


Here is what this Philadelphia text has to 
say of the relation between crime and the 
police force of the city: 


“Criminals and quasi-criminals to function 
most effectively must ally themselves with 
the political party controlling the police, the 
party which has the power to terminate their 
criminal activities. Nearly every professional 
criminal and dishonest shopkeeper is known 
to the police, even though in the absence 
of complaint and identification by a citizen 
no particular efforts may be made to cause 
his arrest. But if that criminal or quasi- 
criminal should ally himself against the par- 
ty controlling the police, it would not be 
long before his movements and. activities 
would be carefully and continually scrutin- 
ized, thereby forcing him to abandon his 
means of livelihood or else jeopardize his 
liberty. 

“If the same political party controls both 
the police and the magistrates’ courts, then 
the situation is indeed intolerable, since with 
the one it can take away liberty and with 
the other, restore it justly or unjustly. 


“The honest and independent citizen, look- 
ing upon the situation, sees serious crimes 
and habitual criminals going unpunished. 
When one is arrested for some trivial viola- 
tion, passing a red light, failing to stop at 
a ‘stop’ sign, parking, and the like, he en- 
ters a magistrate’s court and sees many, 
whose violations were more serious, dis- 
charged without punishment upon political 
intercession, while he is compelled to pay a 
fine and costs because ‘he has no friends.“

“The consequent demorali- 
gation is reflected in the greatly reduced 
efficiency of the bureau, and it is only be- 
cause reports of certain large fires have 
been omitted from statistics given to the 
public that the showing of the bureau 
appears as good as it is stated to be.”

Of 22,000 fire plugs throughout the city 
5000 were found to be so defective as to be 
useless.

New Relief Crisis in the Making in St. Louis

EN years after the beginning of the great 
Tie. St. Louis enters 1940 with 

the problem of taking care of its unem- 
ployed still unsolved and still likely to create 
new crises of the type which have caused 
much suffering and privation here in the 
past.

One crisis is certain to occur this year 
when the inadequate appropriation for direct 
relief by the last Legislature is exhausted, 
as it is bound to be long before the end of 
the year. The 20,000 persons still on the 
relief rolls here — and other thousands 
throughout the State—can only hope that 
some remedial action will be taken before 
their plight becomes intolerable, 

The phrase “relief crisis’ bas been a fa- 
miliar one in St. Louis in the last decade, and 
indeed a familiar one throughout the nation. 
In general, the law-making bodies here and 
in other cities and states have handled relief 
as a temporary problem which could be met 
by stop-gap measures without any definite

Recent fires have indicated the serious 
inadequacy of the fire force and the water 
system. The Southern Home for Destitute 
Children was destroyed by a serious fire. 
The staff and 91 children were able to 
escape. At St. Agnes Hospital two blocks 
away engineers report that water pressure 
is perilously low, due, it is believed, to faulty 
fire plugs. Pressure that should normally 
be 75 pounds tg the square inch, according 
to the engineers, is only 35 pounds. A house 
in a residence neighborhood burned down 
while firemen raced frantically in search 
of a hydrant that would function. Finally 
they were forced to try to put out the fire 
with chemicals, 


Asked about this situation, Mayor Lam- 
berton at first replied by saying he had been 
pledged to balance the budget and that was 
his first responsibility.

Blackish Water From Taps; 
Even Now a Taste of Chemicals. 


More difficult is the problem of providing 
a new water system. The city’s water filtra- 
tion plants will break down in the event of 
any unusual strain, it has been freely charged 
without denial from responsible officials, Be- 
cause of insufficient appropriation by the 
City Council, the staff employed to clean the 
sand filter beds has been inadequate. A 
prolonged storm or any other unusual cir- 
cumstance would mean a serious health and 
fire hazard and industrial plants dependent 
on a constant water supply might be com- 
pelled to shut down. 


Not long ago water out of the tap ran a 
blackish color, supposedly due to coal culm 
pollution at the headwaters of the Schuylkill 
River from which the city derives a large 
part of its water supply. The water today 
has a strong chemical taste. Water mains 
throughout the city are constantly bursting 
and there are reports that bursting sewer 
and water mains have from time to time 
polluted the’ water. City officials deny this, 
insisting that while the water may have an 
abnormally high chemical content it is free 
from bacteria. 


Many protests have come from citizens’ 
groups. Recently the West Oak Lane Com- 
munity Association presented a petition bear- 
ing 5000 names, demanding that something 
be done at once. A delegation appeared to 
protest in person to the Council.

authority is Dwight L. Clarke, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Occidental Life Insurance Co. of Call- 
fornia, whose remarks on the survey have been 
printed in the Life Insurance Courant, an insurance 
trade publication. 
More than 5000 persons scattered over the coun- 
try were interviewed in the insurance presidents’ 
survey. Sixty-seven per cent of these 5000 were 
found to carry life insurance, but 42 per cent of 
policyholders carried only $1000 worth or less. Most 
of those who carried under $1000 said their protec- 
tion was not enough, but half of those with more than 
$1000 looked on themselves as adequately insured. 
Some policyholders were interested in the savings 
side. of Hfe insurance, but policyholders generally 
gave protection as their primary purpose for carry- 
ing life insurance. About half of those interviewed 
said they thought the cost of life insurance was in 
line with the value received, but approximately one- 
third said that protection costs were too high, The 
belief that costs were too high was widespread among 
“professional and better-informed groups.” 
The findings now begin to warm up. For next we 
discover the survey showing that people generally 
did not approve life insurance companies as com- 
pletely as they approved the principle of life insur- 
ance. Only 12 per cent were “completely and en- 
thusiastically” supporters of the companies. On the 
other hand, 37 per cent said that they were con- 
vinced the companies were run in the interests of 
those who controlled them, not in’ the interests of 
the policyholders or the public. 
Persons polled had objections to life insurance com- 
pany practices and they were not afraid to speak 
them out. They objected to the sales tactics em- 
ployed by some companies and their agents, to the 
dubious connections which many companies had 
with banking and business interests and with Wall 
Street finance. They didn’t like the practice of pay- 
ing high salaries to insurance executives when a 
more equitable distribution of earnings would spread 
this revenue out among policyholders. 
Now for the agent. Twenty-two per cent were 
ready forthwith to do away with the agent alto- 
gether. This group said that the agent was a 
nuisance, that he engaged in misrepresentation, 
that he did not have the best interests of the pro- 
spective policyholder in mind when he called.

We know, for in- 
stance, two conditions under which we 
would will war: (1) Defense of our home- 
land, and (2) defense of our neighborland 
of the twp Americas. But against those two 
possible events we have no fatalistic fear.

It is up to us to see to it that other friends 
do not call us into war-—friends beyond our 
homefolk, I mean, and beyond our Ameri- 
can neighbors. These friends we have, of 
course: of blood, of culture, of religion— 
friends, in short, of free ways of life more 
or less like our own. Such friendship, how- 
ever, is consistent with our permanent in- 
dependence from war, So long as we be- 
lieve what we do now clearly believe, that 
we can be worth more to ourselves and to 
humanity by staying out, we will stay out 
of the war. 

What we need most to remember as we 
turn. now together toward the future is 
this: There is no “little man” on the stairs 
who is not there. Dangers there are, with- 
out a doubt, but they all have human car- 
riers recognizable to our wit and so open 
to denial by our will. Among these dan- 
gers are, of course, our own emotions, since 
legislated neutrality cannot produce psycho- 
logical impartiality. Whatever danger there 
be in this, it is the price we pay to be civ- 
ilized men.

Indications England Has Taken 
Dramatic Steps to Protect Gold 
and Foreign Currency Reserves. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20 (AP). — The

Nevertheless, foreign exchange 
found many developments on which 
base a belief Europe has gauged her 
economy to war strains with success. 

Engiand, our biggest customer, has taken 
Grastic steps recentiy to protect her 
gold and foreign currency reserves in an- 
ticipation of possible mergency needs. Im- 
ports, except those vita] to smooth func- 
tioning of the war machine, have been 
siashed. Restrictions on the export of 
capital have oeen tightened. 

Underlying evidence these efforts have 
thus far been successful, money experts 
said. might be found in the behavior of the 
future market for sterling this week. (The 
price of money for future delivery has 
been termed more sensitive to actual trends 
than spot prices due largely to less inter- 
ference by official controls.) 

The pound due in 90 days was priced 
3% cents below the spot rate, the nar- 
rowest discount in months and of a 
cent less than a week 280. 

In the spot market sterling lost 
around a cent and the Swiss franc, French 
franc and belga proportionate amounts. 

The Netherlands unit broke out of its 
recent range with a plunge of more than 
1-3 cent in terms of the dollar. 

Highly erratic swings in this country's 
money have come to be looked on almost 
as a matter of course, however, since the 
unit is probably less hampered than any 
other in Europe by official regulations. 

The price dropped sharply when foreign | 
capitals buzzed with rumors of an im 
pending invasion of The Netherlands by 
German armies. The rumors appeared 
gecotched but the guilder kept going down. 

The Netherlands guilder paused today 
after the headlong rush downward of the 
week. 

The guilder and the beilga and Swiss 
franc, as well, remained unchanged in re- 
lation to the dollar. Sterling and the 
French franc improved slightly. 

Foreign exchange dealers said the 

roaching week-end recess accounted 
considerable timidity among traders.

Under the trade agreements, the contracting countries extend to 
each other any trade concessions granted a third nation; lower duties 
on and increase quotas of certain imports in reciprocation for similar 


concessions on exports and grant other concessions. Canada, for in- 


stance, made reciprocal reductions ranging from 12 to 75 per cent on 
meat and meat products from the United States, under the agreement; 
the United Kingdom, which in 1938 purchased more than half of the 
American-exported lard, removed a discriminatory 10 per cent duty 
on it, and Cuba, second largest buyer, has cut the duty in all from 9.6 
a pound to 1.5 cents. Reductions in foreign duties on fresh and canned 
fruits have been obtained in the majority of the agreements, as 
reciprocal concessions; the United Kingdom has removed its discrimi- 
natory duty on American wheat, Canada has reduced the duty by 60 
per cent, and other countries made concessions'favorable to wheat

exports from this country. Seventeen of the current agreements grant 
concessions to American vegetables. 

Proponents of the act point to the above features to refute argu- 
ments it harms agriculture. Other figures offered in favor of the agree- 
ments are those on exports and imports for the first six months of 1939. 
Exports declined generally compared to the same period in 1938, but 
only seven per cent to agreement countries, and 16 per cent to non- 
agreement countries. Imports increased during that six months period, 
16.6 per cent from agreement countries, only 10.2 per cent from non- 
agreement countries. Exports for the January-June periods of 1938-1939 
increased over the periods for 1934-1935 by 54.5 per cent to agreement 
countries, and 37.7 per cent to non-agreement countries; imports in- 
creased 19.7 per cent from agreement countries, 5.2 per cent from non- 
agreement countries. Despite the decrease in exports and increase in 
imports during the first six months of 1939, the trade balance in favor 
of the United States was still $175,300,000; for all of 1938 it was 
$1,133,567,000; for January through June, 1938, it was $628,800,000. 
For all of 1937, peak year for foreign trade, it was $265,499,000.
